I am a Junior bi IntamnHousl affairs with a 3.82 
QPI, Currently, I serve as the Chairman of the High 
School Studanl Recr ult msn l Committee, a program 
InsUtnted by myself last year to attract top quality 
stndaats to O.W. Further, I am sscralary of Alpha 
Phi Omega, a staff membar of tha Academic Com- 
mUtaa, a Resident Assistant In Mitchell Hall, a 
member of the Student Liaison Coosmlttee of the 
General Alumni Association, and a member of the 
Order of Scarlet, In my freshman and sophomore 
ysars, while working for my Congressman, I was 
Vice Chairman of the first Academic Evaloatloo, 
Secretary of Axlams Hall RestdaocaCouncll, a membar 
of Old Man, and a partleipani In the Alrlla Hoosa 
Career ConlOranca, 

My platform and programs are founded on the 
racognlUon that studants must be guaranteed a more 
substantial voice in the fOrmaUon of University 
policy. In the past, students have been consulted 
for the purpose of consenting to administratively 
pradatarmlnad poUdas. This must cease. 

With regards to greater student power, I will 
fight for the racognltloo of tha right of the student 
body president, as the reprasaotaHva of aU the stu- 
dents, to sit on aU Board of Tmstaas meetings and 
on all University committees: not as an observer, 
but as a parttclpant. Further, I Intend to oppose 
vehemently the abolition of the Student Life Com- 
mittee. This, our only real voice In University 
daclslon-maklng, cannot be subverted by the ad- 
ministration. 

With regards to academic programs, I propose the 
creation of Individual student- bculty academic 
councils In each department for a continuing review 
of departmental policy; thacraatlon of oparatlnghonors 
programs at all undergraduate levels; the extension 
of pass- fall to every upper division stitdant with a 2,0 
QPI; and the institution of scholarship aid to foreign 
students. 

In regard to student life, I will challenge the 
University to meet Its responsIblUtlas to Its stu- 
dents In the fiMrm of greater financial support tor 
Student Council programs, and 1 propose tha In- 
stitution of club football. Finally, I would lead the 
Student Council In a continuing effort to compel the 
University to provide better services and faelUtlas, 


A UNIVERSITY Is no mors than Its eomponaal 
parts. As In any machine, each part plays a key role, 
without which the snHre assembli«a la useless. This 
Is tbs reason tor student InvolvamantlatheUnleerslty, 
and why we must sat as our goal an equal votes for 
studants In the administration of acade m ic affairs. 

The Committee on Student Life has bean a symbol 
of this meeting of minds, the meeting of faculty and 
studants on a basis of squallly, Praaldaot EHlotUs 
challenge to this committee, and his Intention not to 
continue It, poses a threat to this equality. Soros 
form of Student Ufa, under whatever name, most 
continue on an autonomous basis, 

A truly forward step would ba the admittance, 
freely and openly, of students to meatlnga of the 
Senate. If progress cannot be made through this 
organization, a new one, a true Ualvarelty Senate, 
should be constituted on the basis of student- faculty 'j 
equality. Eventually, this single organization could 
Incorporate both the Student Council and Faculty 
Senate and develop q meaningful educational coopera- 
tive. 

In my two ysars on tbs Student Council, I have 
seen determined leadership provide dynamic reform. 

I hope to coatlnus this work by Instituting the tollaw- 
Ing propoealsi 

e Extend Pass- Fall so that Juniors and seniors can 
take an unlimited number of such courses In nen- 
major fields. 

e Begin *Ad Hoe* Courses on current Issues of 
world and natlisial Interest, like Korea, the Middle 
East and civil dlsobadlsnce, and thereby Incorporate 
past Into present, theory Into practice. 

e Substitute an *Introduetloo to Liberal Studies' 
for one semester of freshman English. This pro- 
gram, with rotating teams of professors from tbs 
several academic departments, would help the fresh- 
man grasp tbs meaning and Importance of a liberal 
education, 

4 Insist upon University Liability for theft and 
damage In the dorms. Dorms should remain open 
over vacatlcns. 

s Urge a *New Deal* lor Dorm Residents. The 
University should purchase a large local apartment 
house and rant to students on a coed basis. If a 
suitable apartment Is unavailable, existing faculties 
should be renovated and made comparable In quaUty 
to commercial units. 

With axperlenee and Ingenuity, student government 
can be affective. This goal must be raallxsd.
